1 . AS INSTRUCTED IN STATE REFTEL, PART II OF THE GOALS AND 
OBIECTIVES EXERCISE FOR MOROCCAN POSTS FOR 1978 CONTAINS THREE 
SECTIONS: GENERAL APPROACHES, KEY POLICY ISSUES, AND COURSES OF 
ACTION, WITH COMMENTS, AS APPROPRIATE, ON WHERE WE STAND. 

GENERAL APPROACHES: THE BROAD LINES OF OUR POLICY MIX ARE 
INHERENT IN THE STATEMENT OF GOALS AND OBIECTIVES IN RABAT 0271. 
BUILDING ON TWO CENTURIES OF FRIENDLY TIES AND THE HIGH-LEVEL 
DIALOGUE DEVELOPED OVER THE PAST YEAR, WE WILL WORK TO 
STRENGTHEN ALL ASPECTS OF OUR RELATIONSHIP. WE WILL CONTINUE 
EXCHANGES ON BILATERAL AND WORLD ISSUES AND IMPLEMENTATION OF 
CAREFULLY WEIGHED ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS. OUR ECONOMIC AND 
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COMMERICAL ACTIVITIES WILL BE TAILORED TO MOROCCO'S CHANGING 
ECONOMIC SITUATION; INFORMATIONAL AND CULTURAL EFFORTS WILL 
SUPPORT OUR VARIOUS GOALS. WE BELIEVE, HOWEVER, THAT THE U.S. 

SHOULD AVOID PUBLIC POSITIONS ON THE DEEP-SEATED REGIONAL 
DISPUTES, ANY DIRECT MEDIATORY ROLE, OR BECOMING THE LEADING 
SOURCE OF MILITARY SUPPORT TO MOROCCO. AT THE SAME TIME A 
MODERATE LEVEL OF MILITARY SALES WILL ENHANCE OUR COOPERATION WITH 
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THE GOM AND CONTRIBUTE TO STABILITY IN THE REGION. WE WILL 
SUPPORT MOROCCO S MODERATE POSTURE ON WORLD ISSUES AND ENCOURAGE 
IT TO DEVELOP FURTHER ITS DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS, TO IMPROVE ITS 
HUMAN RIGHTS PROFILE, AND TO ENSURE A MORE EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 
OF ITS WEALTH AND RESOURCES. 

KEY POLICY ISSUES: OUR MAJOR POLICY ISSUES STEM FROM TENSIONS IN 
THE AREA, NOTABLY MOROCCAN-ALGERIAN RIVALRY. NOT ALL OF THESE 
ISSUES ARE PREDICTABLE, GOVERNED AS THEY ARE BY THE WAY TENSIONS 
DEVELOP. THE FOLLOWING DISCUSSION ATTEMPTS TO BRING OUT SOME 
VARIABLES IN THE SITUATION, NOT TO PREDICT THEY WILL OCCUR. 

A REDUCTION OF TENSIONS WOULD PERMIT THE APPLICATION OF 
GREATER RESOURCES TO SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC PROGRESS, ALTHOUGH THE 
PRESENT POLITICAL CONSENSUS ON THE SAHARA MIGHT NOT OUTLIVE THE 
CURRENT SET OF CIRCUMSTANCES. MOROCCO WOULD LIKELY REVERT TO A 
LESS PRO-WESTERN PUBLIC POSITION AND WOULD FURTHER IMPROVE 
ITS RELATIONS WITH THE USSR. IN SUCH A POST-SAHARA SETTING, THE 
U.S. WOULD BE FACED PRIMARILY WITH DECIDING ON APPROPRIATE LEVELS 
OF TECHNICAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE. 

THERE IS, HOWEVER, NO SHORT TERM SOLUTION TO THE INTENSE 
REGIONAL ARMS RACE, FUELLED BY CONTINUING SOVIET ARMS DELIVERIES 
TO ALGERIA AND LIBYA. OUR PARTICIPATION SINCE 1973 IN THE 
MODERNIZATION OF MOROCCO'S ARMED FORCES DOES NOT COVER RECENT 
REQUESTS FOR ARMS FOR DEFENSIVE USE AGAINST ALGERIAN- 
BACKED GUERRILLAS IN SOUTHERN MOROCCO, THE SAHARA AND MAURITANIA. 
OUR PENDING DECISION ON THESE REQUESTS INVOLVES CONSIDERATIONS 
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OF OUR RELATIONS WITH ALGERIA AND THE SOVIET UNION; OUR EFFORTS 
TO AVOID A SUPER-POWER CONFRONTATION IN NORTH AFRICA; AND LEGAL 
CONSIDERATIONS OF THE USE OF U.S.-ARMS IN THE WESTERN SAHARA, 

WHOSE SOVEREIGNTY REMAINS UNRESOLVED IN U.S. EYES, AND IN 
MAURITANIA, WHERE MOROCCO HAS MUTUAL DEFENSE TREATY OBLIGATIONS. 
FINALLY, WE CANNOT RULE OUT, HOWEVER UNLIKELY, FULL SCALE 
MOROCCAN HOSTILITIES WITH ALGERIA, WITH INEVITABLE MOROCCAN 
EXPECTATIONS OF U.S. MATERIAL AND DIPLOMATIC SUPPORT. 

A RELATED QUESTION INVOLVES A UN-MONITORED CONSULTATION OF 
THE SAHARANS, AS CALLED FOR IN VARIOUS UNGA RESOLUTIONS. IF 
REGIONAL OR UN EFFORTS TO DEAL WITH THE SAHARA REACH POSITIONS 
CRITICAL OF MOROCCO, WE COULD FACE A DILEMMA. MOROCCO WOULD 
RESIST ALMOST ANY LEVEL OF INTERNATIONAL SANCTIONS, PERHAPS 
JEOPARDIZING OUR ABILITY TO CONTINUE CERTAIN TYPES OF COOPERATION. 

FINALLY, THE INTEGRITY OF THE MADRID ACCORDS, WHICH PERMIT THE 
U.S. AND MANY OTHER NATIONS TO RECOGNIZE MOROCCAN AND MAURITANIAN 
ADMINISTRATIVE CONTROL OVER THE WESTERN SAHARA, COULD BE 
DESTROYED, EITHER IN A CHANGE OF REGIME IN NOUAKCHOTT OR IN 
SPAIN BY PRESSURES FROM THE LEFT. THIS MIGHT CALL OUR LEGAL 
POSITION INTO QUESTION. 

SHOULD MOROCCO S CURRENTLY IMPROVING RELATIONS WITH SPAIN 
DETERIORATE, E.G., FOR REASONS OF INTERNAL SPANISH POLITICS, 
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MOROCCAN PRESSURES IN THE ENCLAVES COULD RESUME, RESURRECTING 
THE TROUBLESOME ISSUE OF U.S. -ORIGIN ARMS, FOR MOROCCO HAS HALF 
OF ITS U.S.-SUPPLIED TANKS, U.S.-SUPPLIED APC'S, AND 

SOME U.S. MILITARY ARTILLERY IN THE TAZA/OUJDA AREA, ABOUT 100 MILES 
FROM MELILLA. 

U.S. FAILURE TO RESPOND TO MOROCCAN DESIRES IN THESES 
SCENARIOS COULD IMPACT ON OUR GOALS AND OBIECTIVES. THE 
PROJECTED GEODESS FACILITY, OUR NAVAL SHIP VISITS, INCLUDING NPW 
VISITS, THE VO A FACILITIES NEAR TANGIER, AND OVERALL PROSPECTS 
FOR THE AMERICAN BUSINESS PRESENCE WOULD ALL BE HURT. HOWEVER, 

KING HASSAN IS UNLIKELY TO ALTER SUBSTANTIALLY OUR CURRENT FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS OR HIS PRO-WESTERN ORIENTATION. SINCE THE STABILITY OF 
THE REGIME IN THE FACE OF AREA TENSIONS IS A KEY 

CONSIDERATION, THE PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECT OF U.S. POLICIES MAY WELL 
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BE AS IMPORTANT AS OUR ASSISTANCE. 

COURSES OF ACTION: 

I. MAINTAIN MOROCCO'S ESSENTIALLY MODERATE, PRO-WESTERN 
ORIENTATION ON REGIONAL AND GLOBAL ISSUES. 

ALL ELEMENTS OF OUR POLICY, INCLUDING MILITARY AND ECONOMIC 
ASSISTANCE, SUPPORT MOROCCO'S MODERATE ORIENTATION. APPROPRIATELY 
TIMED MESSAGES FROM THE PRESIDENT AND SENIOR OFFICIALS 
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AMEMBASSY MADRID 
AMEMBASSY NOUAKCHOTT 
AMEMBASSY PARIS 

SECRET SECTION 2 OF 3 RABAT 1121 

ON MAJOR ISSUES HELP REINFORCE THIS STANCE. THE KING'S WARM 
RELATIONS WITH THE AMBASSADOR HAVE BEEN COMPLEMENTED BY THE 
INCREASING TEMPO OF VISITS BY LEADERS SUCH AS SENATOR BAYH, CODEL 
SMITH AND SECRETARY SCHLESINGER. WE SHOULD KEEP THIS DIALOGUE 
GOING, AND WORK TO RESCHEDULE THE KING'S POSTPONED U.S. VISIT. 

OUR SUPPORT FOR REGIONAL MEDIATION EFFORTS MUST AVOID OUR DIRECT 
INVOLVEMENT IN AREA TENSIONS. WE SHOULD USE APPROPRIATE 
OCCASIONS TO REITERATE OUR HOPES FOR A POLITICAL SETTLEMENT. 

THE MOROCCANS PLACE IMPORTANCE ON THE SIZE AND RELIABILITY 
OF OUR BILATERAL PROGRAMS: AID, MILITARY ASSISTANCE, PEACE 
CORPS, EDUCATIONAL AND CULTURAL EXCHANGE. GIVEN THE CURRENT 
ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND DIPLOMATIC PRESSURES ON THE GOM, OUR 
EVERY ACTION IS DOUBLY IMPORTANT IN MOROCCAN EYES. 

WITH THE OFFICER CORPS THE POTENTIAL SOURCE OF AUTHORITY 
IF SOMETHING HAPPENS TO THE KING, WE ARE TRYING TO ESTABLISH 
CLOSER RELATIONSHIPS WITH IT THROUGH OUR MILITARY ASSISTANCE 
AND SERVICE REPRESENTATIONAL EFFORTS. OUR DEA 

OFFICE MAINTAINS CLOSE RELATIONS WITH GOM ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITIES 
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THROUGH TRAINING PROGRAMS AND COOPERATIVE EFFORTS AGAINST MAJOR 
CANNABIS TRAFFICKERS. 

AMONG THE POLITICAL PARTIES, WE HAVE CLOSE AND REGULAR 
CONTACTS IN THE ISTIQLAL, USFP, THE BERBER-BASED PARTIES AND THE 
PPS. WE WILL MONITOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF POWER STRUCTURES AMONG 
THE RATHER AMORPHOUS INDEPENDENTS, PARTICULARLY THE YOUNGER AND 
MORE LIVELY ELEMENTS. 

WE SEEK AN EXPANDED CULTURAL EXCHANGE PROGRAM AS A MAJOR 
SUPPORT OF THIS OBJECTIVE. IN ADDITION TO INCREASING THE 
NUMBERS OF OUR IV NOMINEES (ALREADY TRIPLED IN FY-78 FROM FY-76) 

AND SELECTING THESE WITH GREATER RELEVANCE TO THE U.S. - 
MOROCCAN RELATIONSHIP TODAY, WE WILL EXPLOIT SPECIAL OPPORTUNITIES 
SUCH AS THE AMERICAN COUNCIL OF YOUNG POLITICAL LEADERS TO INTRO- 
DUCE MORE "FREIGHT" INTO A LOCAL CONTEXT NEWLY SENSITIZED BY A 
NASCENT PARLAMENTARY EXPERIMENT. 

II. MAINTAIN U.S. STRATEGIC INTERESTS THROUGH IMPROVED MILITARY 
RELATIONSHIP. 

PERHAPS THE KEY SINGLE ELEMENT IN OUR BILATERAL RELATION 
SHIP AS LONG AS REGIONAL TENSIONS PREVAIL WILL BE OUR 
RESPONSE TO MOROCCAN REQUESTS FOR MILITARY EQUIPMENT. DELAYS IN 
RESPONSES OR REFUSALS ON PARTICULAR REQUESTS DETRACT FROM THIS 
OBJECTIVE. 

THE MOROCCAN ARMY MODERNIZATION PROGRAM IS BEING EXECUTED, 
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INTRODUCING ABOUT $500 MILLION WORTH OF MILITARY MATERIEL THROUGH 
FMS, MOSTLY ARMOR, ANTI-ARMOR, AIR DEFENSE AND ARTILLERY. 

IMET GRANT AID TRAINING IS ABOUT $1.5 MILLION ANNUALLY. CIVILIAN 
CONTRACTS ESTIMATED AT $250-300 MILLION COMPLEMENT THE FMS 
PROGRAM. MOST OF THE MODERNIZATION PROGRAM EQUIPMENT 
WILL BE DELIVERED DURING FY'S 78-79, LEAVING AN UNSCHEDULED 
BALANCE OF $90 MILLION OF TOOLS, EQUIPMENT, AND SPARE PARTS, BUT 
NO PRINCIPAL WEAPONS SYSTEMS. 

IN SEPTEMBER 1977, THE GOM PRESENTED THE USG WITH A MILITARY 
SECRET 
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ASSSISTANCE REQUEST ADMITTEDLY ORIENTED TOWARD COUNTERING 
POLISARIO ATTACKS IN SOUTHERN MOROCCO, THE SAHARA AND MAURITANIA. 
WHILE MOROCCO'S MOST IMMEDIATE INTEREST IS THE OV-10 AIRCRAFT, 
FAVORABLE RESPONSES TO SOME ITEMS ON THE LIST ARE SEEN AS AN 
IMPORTANT ELEMENT IN BUILDING A CREDIBLE DEFENSE AGAINST THE 
ALGERIAN CONVENTIONAL THREAT, A SINE QUA NON FOR AREA STABILITY. 
THE PERCEIVED THREAT FROM MILITARILY-SUPERIOR. SOVIET-SUPPLIED 
ALGERIA JUSTIFIES U.S. ASSISTANCE TO ASSURE MOROCCO OF AT 
LEAST A MINIMUM DEFENSIVE CAPABILITY. 

OTHER STEPS TOWARD THIS OBJECTIVE WILL INCLUDE AN EFFORT TO 
ESTABLISH A LIMITED MILITARY INTELLIGENCE EXCHANGE PROGRAM; 
COOPERATN G CLOSELY ON THE CLOSURE OF THE U.S. NAVAL FACILITIES 
IN MOROCCO; SETTING UP A USAF DEEP SPACE SURVEILLANCE STATION; 

AND ENSURING THE SMOOTH CONDUCT OF U.S. NAVAL SHIP VISIT. WITH 
CAREFULLY TAILORED PUBLIC RELATIONS ASPECTS. 

m. PROMOTE ECONOMIC GROWTH, THE PROCESS OF DEMOCRATIZATION, 

AND RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS. 

WE INTEND TO BUILD ON THE RECENTLY ESTABLISHED DIALOGUE 
BETWEEN THE NEW MOROCCAN PARLIAMENT AND CONGRESS, ENCOURAGING 
THE FORMER TO SEND A RETURN DELEGATION TO THE UNITED STATES 
THAT IS BROADLY-BASED AND NOT CONFINED TO MAKING AN ANTI-ALGERIAN 
PITCH. SHOULD THE PARLIAMENT JOIN THE IPU. WE WILL SEEK SPECIAL 
EFFORTS BY THE AMERICAN PARTICIPANTS WITH THE MOROCCANS. WE 
CONTINUE TO URGE CONGRESSIONAL VISITS, E.G. A STOPOVER THIS 
APRIL OF U.S. DELEGATES RETURNING FROM THE IPU MEETING IN 
MADRID. 

WE WILL CONTINUE OUR QUIET DIALOGUE WITH THE GOM ON HUMAN 
RIGHTS, INCLUDING EXPRESSIONS OF SATISFACTION AS FURTHER 
RELEASES OF POLITICAL DETAINEES OCCUR. WE HAVE ALREADY TAKEN 
STEPS TO ENCOURAGE THE GOM AND AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL TO UNDER- 
TAKE DIRECT CONTACT. 

OUR AID EFFORTS ADDRESS BASIC HUMAN NEEDS IN A COUNTRY 
WITH THE POTENTIAL TO DEVELOP ITS SUBSTANTIAL DOMESTIC RESOURCE 
BASE. MOROCCO'S ECONOMY, OVER THE MEDIUM TERM, SHOULD MOVE 
TOWARD LESSENED DEPENDENCE ON CONCESSIONAL AID. CLOSE U.S. 
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IDENTIFICATION WITH THIS PROCESS IS CLEARLY WARRANTED. 

OUR AID PROGRAM SHOULD REMAIN MODEST - ON THE ORDER 
OF $5 MILLION PER YEAR OF GRANT TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, SUPPLEMENTED 
BY AN OCCASIONAL DEVELOPMENT LOAN FOR KEY PROJECTS CLOSELY 
RELATED TO OUR TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE ACTIVITIES AND BY A MODEST 
FOOD ASSISTANCE PROGRAM. 

WE PROPOSE BILATERAL CONCESSIONAL ASSISTANCE AT LEAST 
THROUGH 1983, BUT PROBABLY NO LONGER THAN 1985, WITH A SPECIFIC 
PHASE-OUT FEATURE BUILT INTO ITS FIVE TO SEVEN YEAR STRUCTURE. 

PL-480 TITLE I SALES AND TITLE II GRANT PROGRAMS SHOULD CONTINUE 
DURING THIS TRANSITION PERIOD. BUT AT A DIMINISHING LEVEL, 

EXCEPT IN EMERGENCY SITUATIONS. WE WILL KEEP ALERT TO OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR APPLYING THE GRANT-BACK PROVISIONS OF TITLE III. TITLES I 
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SECRET SECTION 3 OF 3 RABAT 1121 

AND III WOULD BE DESIGNED AS A DEVELOPMENT RESOURCE TO 
CONTRIBUTE TO THE NEEDS OF THE POOR, ESPECIALLY BY HELPING TO 
INCREASE FOOD PRODUCTION. 

WE ALSO PROPOSE SPECIFIC PROGRAMS ADDRESSING BASIC HUMAN 
NEEDS, ENCOURAGING THE GOM TO GIVE MORE ATTENTION (AND A 
COMMITMENT OF HUMAN AND FINANCIAL RESOURCES) TO REDUCING THE 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DISPARITIES IN MOROCCO.

THE AID PROGRAM FOR FY 1979 AS PRESENTED TO CONGRESS 
FOCUSES ON AREAS WHERE U.S. TRAINING AND ADVICE IS LIKELY TO 
STRENGTHEN LOCAL HUMAN RESOURCES AND INSTITUTIONAL CAPACITY TO 
CARRY OUT DEVELOPMENT. IT CONCENTRATES ON AGRICULTURE, NUTRITION 
AND HUMAN RESOURCES DEVELOPMENT. OUR STRATEGY WILL FOCUS ON 
THESE ACTIVITES WITH A PARTICULAR EMPHASIS TOWARD COUNTERING 
MOROCCO'S RAPID POPULATION GROWTH. THE PROGRAM WILL ALSO 
PROVIDE ACCESS TO U.S. TECHNOLOGICAL, PLANNING AND MANAGEMENT 
CAPABILITY TO SOLVE PROBLEMS IN KEY DEVELOPMENT AREAS RELATED 
TO BASIC HUMAN NEEDS. THE PEACE CORPS WILL INCREASINGLY 
REALIGN ITS PROGRAMS AND RESOURCES TO CONFORM TO THE BASIC 
SECRET 
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HUMAN NEEDS APPROACH, CONCENTRATING ESPECIALLY ON HEALTH AND 
RURAL SANITATION, THE HANDICAPPED, AND RURAL WATER SUPPLIES. 

IN PUBLIC DIPLOMACY WE PROVIDE KEY TARGETS WITH POLICY 
STATEMENTS, AUTHORITATIVE BACKGROUND AND COMMENTARY ON HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND SOCIO-ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. WE WILL ALSO RECRUIT 
SPEAKERS WHO CAN ADDRESS RELEVANT POLICY ISSUES BEFORE INFLUENTIAL 
MOROCCANS. OUR APPROACH WILL BE LOW-KEY AND ’'INFORMATIVE" RATHER 
THAN "DIDACTIC," AND WILL IMPLICITLY STRESS THE MUTUALITY OF THE 
COMMUNICATIONS PROCESS. 

IV. PROMOTE U.S. ECONOMIC INTERESTS IN AN EXPANDING MARKET. 

MOROCCO IS AT A STAGE OF IMMEDIATE PRE-INDUSTRIALIZATION. 
DETERMINED TO CAPITALIZE ON ITS UNIQUE PHOSPHATE ASSET; HEIR TO 
A WELL-DEVELOPED MODERN ECONOMY; AND ENDOWED WITH A FAVORABLE 
AGRICULTURAL POTENTIAL, THE COUNTRY SEEKS RAPID ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT. U.S. TECHNOLOGY, BUSINESS KNOW-HOW AND COMMITMENT 
ARE KEY INGREDIENTS FOR FURTHER ADVANCES IN A WESTERN-ORIENTED, 
ESSENTIALLY MARKET-TYPE DEVELOPING ECONOMY. DIRECT U.S. FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT ALSO OFFERS THE BEST LONG TERM BASIS FOR OUR TIES 
WITH MOROCCO AND A REAL CONTRIBUTION TO MOROCCO S ECONOMY. 

AT THE SAME TIME, MOROCCAN ADMINISTRATIVE THINKING REMAINS 
HIGHLY STATIST AND OFTEN SUSPICIOUS OF THE FOREIGN INVESTMENT 
OPTION TO DEVELOPMENT. THIS HAS LEAD TO OPERATIONAL 
DIFFICULTIES FOR SOME U.S. FIRMS THAT MANUFACTURE IN MOROCCO, 

AND PROBABLY EXPLAINS IN PART THE LACK OF SIGNIFICANT NEW FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT HERE FOR ABOUT TEN YEARS. SEVERAL TRADE AND MERCHANT 
DISPUTES PERSIST. THE 1973 EXPROPRIATION OF AGRICULTURAL 
HOLDINGS OF ABOUT EIGHT U.S. CLAIMANTS THREATENS TO BECOME 
AN IRRIANT. 

WE WILL THUS COMBINE THE ACTIVE PROMOTION OF NEW U.S. 

BUSINESS WITH EFFORTS TO CHANGE DEEPLY INGRAINED STATIST ATTITUDES. 
WE WILL ALSO BROKER SOLUTIONS IN THOSE CASES WHERE EXISTING U.S. 
BUSINESS INTERESTS AND US CITIZENS’ CLAIMS ENCOUNTER SERIOUS 
SECRET 
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DIFFICULTIES WITH THE GOM. 

RATIFICATION BY BOTH COUNTRIES OF THE DOUBLE TAXATION 
TREATY WILL BENEFIT POTENTIAL AMERICAN INVESTORS IN MOROCCO. 

WE WILL URGE EARLY MOROCCAN RATIFICATION. THE DEPARTMENT SHOULD 
WORK TOWARD SIMILAR ACTION BY THE U.S. CONGRESS. 

WE HOPE TO NEGOTIATE A NUCLEAR COOPERATION AGREEMENT WHICH 
COULD PAVE THE WAY FOR SALES OF RESEARCH AND POWER REACTIONS 
TO MOROCCO, AND ENCOURAGE EARLY SIGNATURE OF AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
OCP AND WESTINGHOUSE FOR THE EXTRACTION OF URANIUM FROM 
PHOSPHORIC ACID. 

USIS WILL CONTINUE TO WORK WITH THE MISSION'S ECONOMIC AND 
COMMERICAL SECTION TO PROMOTE U.S. ECONOMIC INTERESTS IN AN 
EXPANDING MARKET. THIS EFFORT WILL CLIMAX WITH THE NEXT 
BIENNIAL CASABLANCA TRADE FAIR IN MARCH 1979. 

V. ENHANCE BILATERAL PUBLIC DIPLOMACY ALONG WITH THE CULTURAL 
RELATIONSHIPS WHICH THIS EFFORT PROMOTES. 

WE WILL ACTIVELY SUPPORT ASMAR, A "BICULTURAL' 1 ASSOCIATION 
WHICH EMBODIES THE ESSENCE OF "PUBLIC DIPLOMACY.” WE WILL HELP 
SET UP SEMINARS UNDER ASMAR AUSPICES TO INCREASE SCHOLARLY 
EXCHANGE, AND WE WILL INSTITUTIONALIZE FOLLOW-UP CONTACT WITH 
PAST EXCHANGEES. AS FOR ENGLISH TEACHING, BOTH PEACE CORPS AND 
USIS WILL WORK TOWARD PHASING OUT THE "DIRECT" CLASSROOM 
BUSINESS IN FAVOR OF THE "INDIRECT" MODE OF ASSISTING IN 
PEDAGOGY, I.E. "TEACHING THE TEACHERS." IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE 
ENTIRE PEACE CORPS EDUCATIONAL EFFORT WILL BE DIRECTED TO TEACHER 
TRAINING WITHIN FIVE YEARS. WE WILL ALSO CONTINUE TO 
PROVIDE TECHNICAL SUPPORT TO THE MOROCCAN ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
TEACHING PROGRAM FOR MILITARY PERSONNEL TO FACILITATE OPERATION 
AND SUPPORT OF U.S.-ORIGIN EQUIPMENT AND TO PERMIT TRAINING IN 
THE U.S.
